CINCINNATI (AP) — Vener­ 
eal disease is a seriou s problem 
in Hamilton Cou nty —and its ser 
lou sness is largely hidden

cau se doctors do not report new 
cases as req u ired by law. 
Dr. Kenneth Mac'eod, (’mcin- 
nati health 
commissioner, au d 
Dr. T. A. Cockbu rn, his assist­ 
ant, come to that conclu sion in 
a 
report on 
a recent 
Health 
D epartm ent su rv ey , 
“ The phy sicians of the United 
States obv iou sly are not obey ing 
the law req u ireing them to re ­ 
port sy philis, and there are no 
practical means 
av ailable 
to 
m ake them obey the law,” Dr. 
Co ckburn said. 
He said that the su rv ey show 
ed 22 cases of .sy philis were re­ 
ported to the Cou nty Health De­ 
partm ent 
in

months of 
1962.

phy sicians answered a q u estion 
naire on 
the sam e su bject by 
say ing they treated 8 0 cases.

Medics Hit 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Vener­ 
eal disease is a serious problem 
in Hamilton County—and its ser 
iousness is largely hidden 
be­ 
cause doctors do not report new 
cases as required by law. 
Dr. Kenneth Mac'eod, Cincin­ 
nati health commissioner, and 
Dr. T. A. Cockburn, his assist­ 
ant, come to that conclusion in 
a report on a recent Health 
Department survey. 
“The physicians of the United 
States obviously are not obeying 
the law requireing them to re­ 
port syphilis, and there are no 
practical means 
available 
to 
make them obey the law,” Dr. 
Cockburn said. 
He said that the survey show 
cd 22 cases of syphilis were re­ 
ported to the County Health De 
partm ent in 
the first 
nine 
months of 1962. At the same 
time, 66 per cent of the county’s 
physicians answered a question 
naire on the same subject by 
saying they treated 80 cases. 
Dr. Cockburn blamed this si­ 
lence in enthical considerations 
and said that in case of a crack­ 
down. “the 
accused physician 
would claim, in perfect honesty, 
that he was acting in the best 
interest of his patient and his 
colleagues would probably sup­ 
port him .”

'i YO UR HEALTH...

Plumbism or lead poisoning, 
is still a significant threat to 
health and life. Recently, a dis­ 
turbing series of fatalities re­ 
sorting from lead poisoning has 
been reported in children be­ 
tween the ages of one and five. 
Each of these children had 
eaten 
a 
quantity 
of peeling 
paint that contained lead, This 
strange perversity of appetite is 
technically called ‘pica’. Pica 
| is the term th it describes a bi­ 
zarre taste for inedible and dan­ 
gerous substances. 
Most outdoor and some indoor 
paints contain sufficient lead to 
produce a variety of intestinal 
symptoms in children who nib­ 
ble on paint. As greater quan­ 
tities are consumed, moire ser­ 
ious complications arise. The 
Toad is absorbed into the blood 
stream, then becomes deposited 
and lixed in the long bones of 
the body. 
Lead poisoning is not uniuely 
a children’s disease. For many 
years it has been a severe in­ 
dustrial hazard to house paint­ 
ers. Lead smelters and lead re­ 
finers. Inhalation of lead fumes 
can produce the symptoms of 
lead poisoning that children ac­ 
quire by eating paint. 
It should be emphasized that 
lead poisoning does not occur 
during the occasional painting 
process of the heme. It is onfy 
the constant inhalation over a 
Tong period of time by workers 
exposed to lead paint or lead 
fumes that presents this prob­ 
lem. 
Industrial health officials h a v e 
introduced many protective do 
vices against chronic lead poi­ 
soning. Educational campaigns 
directed at parents must not 
be relaxed, for there are many 
families who are still unaware 
of the potential hazard of lead 
paints. 
Indoor paints, especially on 
cribs and toys should be free 
of all lead. Flaking and peeling 
of paint indoors and outdoors 
should be quickly repaired be­ 
fore small children can fulfill 
that strange desire to nibble 
Chronic 
lead 
poisoning has 
stimulated chemists to discover 
new and safe means of ridding 
the body of lead deposits in the 
bone. A new techniue has just 
been released by Dr. Samuel 
P. Bedman of the University of 
Maryland. A complex chemical 
— disodium calcium versenate 
— is being used to help elimin­ 


ate lead without interfering with 
the calcium structure of the 
body. 
Lead poisoning is preventable 
The need for brilliant research­ 
es can be obviated if precau­ 
tions are taken, at home and in 
industry, against the possibility 
of contracting the disease. 
Health officers in major cities 
today are critically inspecting 
neglected buildings in an effort 
to eradicate any threat to the 
health and lives of children who 
might he tempted to eat cid 
flaking paint. Families who re­ 
paint children s furniture should 
of course, never use read paint. 
Most paint muanufacturers, 
aware of the importance of this 
safeguard for the health of in­ 
fants, are using lead free paint 
on children’s furniture and toys

Ham 
Randolph 
Hearst, 
when 
the 
morning 
newspaper’s 
de­ 
mise was announced Tuesday 
night. 
About 
1,400 
employes 
lost 
their jobs. The Mirror said it 
will distribute is excess of $3'/2 
million in severance pay to them 
and test up an employment of­ 
fice to help them find new jobs. 
The Hearst Corp. said in an­ 
nouncing Hie Mirror’s sale: 
“The najoe, goodwill and oth­ 
er intangible and physical as 
sets of the Mirror have been 
sold to the New York News.” 
No purchase price was 
dis­ 
closed. 
‘‘The circumstances w h i c h 
f o r c e d the Hearst Corp. re­ 
luctantly to take this step are 
the sam e that have necessitated 
the discontinuance of so 
many 
other good newspapers all over 
the country,” the announcement 
continued. 
“ Costs have risen far in ex 
cess of revenues and have ere 
ated substantial deficits over an 
extended period 
of time. The 
r e c e n t prolonged newspaper 
strike aggravated the already 
s e r i o u s 
problems 
of 
the 
Mirror.” 


“ After a m ajor debate in the 
Senate 
over 
an

“ Sometimes in running debate, 
extemporaneous debate in the 
House and heated argument, I 
say things sharply that upon re­ 
flection I wiild not have said, 
and did not m ean.” 
If he didn’t mean them, and 
they still .slipped out, it is under­ 
standable why he would want to 
change them. But again, this is 
a privilege not accorded to most 
citizens in this democracy. 
The No. I authority on Con­ 
gress’ reluctance to tighten the 
rules on what is permitted in the 
Congressional Record is Rep. 
Paul C. Jones, D-Mo." 
For 
years, Jones 
has been 
promoting a resolution to keep 
extraneous m aterial out of the 
record, to have it reflect only 
what happened. 
But 
Jones 
can’t 
get 
the 
House Administration Commit­ 
tee, which reigns in this field, 
to even give him a hearing. 
And he’s on the committee. 


Education Stressed 
In Junior High 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
teacher spoke about the human 
body and told how babies are 
born. 
Some of the junior high school 
pupils reddened, a bit em bar 
rassed as ‘hey avoided the sly 
glances 
of 
their 
classmates. 
Others snickered. Most, howev­ 
er, took the .subject seriously 
and listened intently. 
Sex education is an important 
part of the curriculum of Phila 
delphia’s junior and senior pub 
lie high schools. 
Wha-t sex is taught to children 
13 and older in segregated class 
es either all boys with a male 
teacher, or all girls with a fe 
male teacher. 
The Philadelphia Board of E d­ 
ucation has been teaching about 
“ m arriage problems and social 
hygiene”—a more high-sounding 
description of sex — for more 
than 25 years. 
Teachers d o n t preach, they 
describe. They don t moralize or ■ 
condemn. They don’t advise or i 
suggest, they tell children who 
want personal answers to per 
sonal questions—which teachers 
can’t handle under state school 
laws —to see their parents, d e r 
gymen or doctors. 
“ We try to develop an attitude : 
so 
youngsters 
will 
make 
up 
their own mind,” says Benjamin j 
L. Stackowski, director of the di 
vision of physical and health ed­ 
ucation. 
Dorothy R. McQueen, Stack 
owski’s assistant, says full dis 
cussion of m arriage problems 
formerly was confined 
to t h e 
senior high classes—with pupils 
generally 17 and 18—“but we 
have found this age level is too 
late.” 
The health education course, 
last revised in 1950, is being re­ 
viewed 
so younger boys and 
girls can be reached. 
Philadelphia public school pu­ 
pils get hygiene once a week, for 
45 minutes. Sex is only part of 
the course. They also are taught 
about foods, diet, first aid, exer 
cise, community health.

B ernsteins 
long preoccupa 
tion with Bridey began in 1952 
when a friend, Mrs. Hugh B. 
Tighe, agreed at a party to let 
him 
hypnotize her. Bernstein 
had been experimenting with 
hypnosis for IO years before 
that. 
While in deep hypnosis. Mrs 
Tighe began describing in de­ 
tail episodes in the life of Bri 
dey Kathleen Murphy, including 
that she was bom in Cork in 
1789 and died in Belfast in 1864 
As she lay as though in sleep 
and talked, Mrs. Tighe’s speech 
and mannerisms were those of 
an irish girl of little education 
Bernstein wrote his book on 
the basis of this and later ses 
sions with Mrs. Tighe, who ap­ 
peared in the book as “ Ruth 
Simmons.” He said the 
book 
was published in 30 countries 
with 205,000 hard-cover copies 
and 775.000 paperbacks. It was 
made into a movie. 
Mrs. Tighe, who lives now in 
a Denver suburb with her hus­ 
band and three daughters. 
She said she’ had nothing to 
do with hypnosis since the ex­ 
periment with Bernstein during 
which, armed with a tape re 
corder, he hypnotized her six to 


months. Each time Mrs. Tighe 
assumed the 
role of Bridey 
Murphy. 
Bernstein said his new book 
‘‘will be a counterattack at all 
levels—the hoax matter, the so­ 
called 
scientific 
charges, the 
psychiatrists.”
